No Armed Miners Could Be Found 


There. 


WABDKBB, July 19.—General Carlin 


returned here this evening with hie com- 
mand from Lookout, Mont. The hurried 
departure of troopa from here this morn- 
ing was due to report that a large body 
ol armed men were assembling just over 
the summit near Lookout. Two com- 
panies wore taken from here, a company 
of Idaho miHtia was pickei up at Oa- 
borne and taken to Wallace. 


At that place General Curtis, Colonel 


Page and two companies of the Twentieth 
infantry joined the command, with three 
•deputy manuals who were supposed to 
be acquainted with tbe country. 


The command reached Lookout at 1 


p.m., where it was met by Conductor 
Bradley of tbe Northern Pacific, who 
had been ordered to meet the command 
there and conduct it to the rendezvous 
ofithe armed niinera. 


After tbe train had reached a point 


where the troopa were to leave the rail- 
road it was found that tbo conductor was 
•not on tbe train. 


Colonel Page had been'eent forward in 


charge ol tho troops and as no one knew 
where tbe train was he camo back on the 
regular passenger traiu. 


The two companies with General Car- 


tin marched down the railroad two miles 
aud rested until thu others came back. 


On their return to Lookout the con- 


ductor was fonoil at tlm stHtion, and said 
be had been on the train but bad been 
told to get off when it started.

What Bradley Saw. 


STOKAME, July lt>.—A Wallcco special 


to the Review says that last night three 
armed men stopped the Northern Pe-

They were very rude, boisterous and 


defiant. They told Conductor Bradley 
that he had been warned three times to 
keep out of this part of the country, and 
.that U he ever came back they would kill 
him. 


Bradley reported this to tbe Northern 


Pacific authorities and they urged Gen- 
eral Carlin to send military forces to 
Saltez to protect his train, wbicb was 
done. 


General Carlin went there with the 


troops, but returned to Wardner this 
evening, being unable to find the men, 


Conductor Bradley states that he saw 


-at least fifty men in the vicinity of train 
when It was held up. 


The Courts May Decide. 


BOISE, July 10. — Warrants for tbe 


.arrest of the leaders of the Ccoar d'Alene 
riots were issued out of Judge Beatty'i 
court this afternoon. The prieonera will 
probably be brought to Boies and tbe 
question of jurisdiction settled afterward. 


The offense charged is the violation of 


an injunction issued by the United States 
•circuit court. A bill dividing the state 
into divisions removed all business to 
the divisions in which it originated. 
Thos tbe Cflenr d'Alene business would 
co to Moscow. If it should be trans- 
ferred, and it Is the general opinion that 
it will be, it ia necessary that a special 
torm of tbe United States circuit court 
lie called if the cases go to Moscow, and 
ibis can only be called by Justice Field 
of the supreme court.

Its only purpose was 
to appeal to ignorance and prejudice, aud 
this it did with a degree ol volubility 
ami nntruthfnlness that was never sur- 
passed, by Dr. O'Uonnell or Dannie 
Kearney. It will have its reward iu the 
dienust and distrait of every intelligent 
vster in California. 


Having eihausted Its wind 
inntrn- 


ments as a promoter of eocialiem, it bus 
now selEod its free trade club and ia be- 
laboring the iulaut tin mining indnatry 
in tills country with tho same degree ol 
Ireu/.ietl exuiUiuieut that marks tho ac- 
tion of the Ohincae who beats a gong 
to frighten tbe devil away from his local- 
ity. 
And there is quite as mucn reason 


in tho action of the yellow r»g«n as 
there is in tbe conduct of the monarch 
of .free trade newspapers.

no duty at all on foreign pig tin, and it 
wilt not be permanently protected .under 
tbe McKlnley act unless the American 
tin mines reach a degree of development 
that warrant that action. The McKin- 
ley bill provides that on July 1, 1893, 
tbera shall be imposed on har and pig 
tin i duty of 4 ce'nts a pound. But it is 
provided in that act that unless it shall 
be ehpwu to the satisfaction of tho Presi- 
dent that the product ot the mines ol tbe 
United States shall have exceeded 500!) 
tons ol caaaerite and bar, block and pig 
tin in any one year prior to July 1,1895, 
then such tin shall be admitted free of 
duty. 


It will be observed that tbe protective 


duty on tin does not gn into operation 
fora year hence, and that tbe tin mining 
industry is to be given no mor 3 than a 
lair trial. Bhould it appear that the pro- 
duction of tin cannot be built up in this 
country to large proportion*:, the duty is 
abolished.

BRIEF HISTORY OK TUB URAKT

The famoui 
McGarraban claim IB 


brought into prominence once mote by 
the action of the houae of representa- 
tives Ittt Monday in piBfling a bill pro- 
.Tiding for the BUbmlseion of the claim to 
the court of prirate land claim*. 


The history of the claim Is well known 


to the old timerB in thin county, bat ie 
ol sufficient interest to bo told again for 
the interMtof newcomen. 


HcGarraghAn claimed the title to the 


Rancho Panoche Grande, situated in 
Freeno »nd Monterey couotice, by virtue 
ol its pnrchaae from the original grantee, 
Vincent P. Gomez, who got the tract 
from Mannel Michel torena, governor of 
Upper California, in 1844. 


The mating of this grant has been de- 


nied save the Chronicle, and this denial 
constitutes the principal ground from 
which has sprung the prolonged and ex- 
hausting Htiaation in the case. 
In 1863 Gomez presented bis petition 


to the hoard of land commissionen 
pravine lor confirmation of his claim tt 
the'Rancbo Punoche Grande. The boarc 
having fully heard the evidencu, decided 
that tbe claimant bad given satisfactory 
proof qf the existence of the (irant, but 
bad failed entire y to offer any proof go- 
ioa to show that tie ever occupied, im- 
proved or cultivated any part of the land, 
or that anyone ever did for him, or thai 
he over saw the laud, and on the ground 
of non-occupancy decided the grant to be 


On an appeal in 1857 the district court 


for the southern district of California 
confirmed bis claim, and a decree to 
thsteffect was pronounced, but through 
A clerical error which was unobserved 
for some months tbe decree was for 
three leagues of land instead of four, as 
claimed. Thus, as Gomez and all inter- 
ested might well have supposed, tbn 
question of title was settled. Hcbarra- 
han on December 2,1S57, bought the 
property from Gomez in good faith and 
for a valuable consideration. 


About that time some poraona, having 


prospected the land, discovered mineral 
deposits, a fact unknown to McGurahan 
wheels purchased it, and finding that 
it had-been aold by Gomez, they as 
"EquatterB" took possession of and held 
it M they still hold it, either in person 
or by assignees cognizant ol the facts, 
and it is claimed without title. 


From this time the parties occupying 


the property resorted to divers expedi- 
ents to defeat McGarrahan's title. The 
"sqtiatterV interest vested in the New 
Idra Mining company appealed to the 
controlling officers of the government. 
Than followed tedious Utication, involv- 
ing manyipandals. Records were de- 
faced and altered ; the courts took action 
it ifl alleged, without notifying McGarra- 
han or bis counsel, and decrees were an. 
nulled without apparent reason or ex 
planatlon. 
In 1802 McGnrrahin.'who had been in 


Washington almost continuously lor 
eeveral years on this business, was do 
clared by tbe courts for the fifth time to 
be entitled to the property, neither the 
United States nor any other perton hav- 
ing a lawful claim to it. In accordance 
with an ertlor of the president to the 
eecretary of the interior the patent' 
Actually made out, but, for roaeone never 
explained he never received it and was 
iorceti to« pply to Congress. Committee 
•ftor com tuition considered tbe case and 
decided in his favor, but in every in- 
fltance he was balked by tome myeter- 
fouB influence. Officers were derelict in 
llielr duty, tho public records of the in 
terlor department were mutilated, or 
eotnothinir eleo came up to defer final 
action. It has been an unsavory cue 
throughout. 


MaGarrahan has not yet secured bint 


patent, it is true, bat his friends say tlist 
he is cure '* (tet it and that he will be 
inderani! cd in a Bum omounting to mill- 
ions of doliare—no one appnara to know 
how many—for loeaes he baa sustained 
by reason of having been deprived o( tbe 
property eo long and by the Bales of laud 
made by the government to other per- 
sona. BeoideB, he may be able to collect 
lor all the minerals taken out of the 
ground eiiice his diepoflaseeion, and he 
will still hflvo the ground to work on. 


Thfl grtJHteet Americans of two drcades 


have considered tbe McGarraban claim, 
and among the eminent lawyers em- 
ployed by the claimant were Sam Ward, 
Matt Carpenter, Robert Ingersoll and 
Jero Black, hut they were never able to 
down the Nemesia that has pursued 
William McGarrahan from 1857 to thtfl 
day. 
The bill will now go to the President

causes we have so little disease and mor- 
ality has proved that this is the health- 
est climate in the world. We have a 
ittle bowe. trouble prevailing now 
caused by indulgence in iced drinks, 
melons aud unripe fruit.
